tts carved neck to its end it increazes in size, 
and on the end of the same is ala burly- 
lookinz ball, which etalk and ball, in this 
banging position, loeks precisely hke the 
tonmůue of a bell. Hence Uncle Jo named it 
the Bell Tongue Plant.

Cannon heard that his wives were 
to be summoned, so he agreed to ad- 
mit the facts. The committee will 
take up the case to-morrow. Cannon 
came from England in 1842, when 15 
years old, with his brother. In 1847 
he came to Utah; in 80 to San Fran- 
cisco. He served as a missionary in 
the Sandwich Islands till 54. He 
translated the book of Mormon 
into the Hawaiian language. He 
produces a certificate of natur@ization 
dated December 7, 1854, but there is 
no record of it. The feeling against 
Mormonism is intense and growing. 
Last summer, when all Christianity 
was praying for the recovery of our 
beloved President, Mormondom . 
praying fur his death, and Guiteau is 
now lauded to the skies by these peo- 
ple, and ever since the 19th of Sep- 
tember the Mormon bishops have beon 
flaunting their prayer test in the face 
of the Gentiles. They are now secur- 
ing pewderand ball, aod drilling mi 
litia in parts of Utah, and preparing 

for the rebellion which is inevitable, 

only means of averting this is to 
educate the children. This work can 
be done by Christian women teachers. 
There are to-day three thousand Mor- 
mon children in the day schools of 
Utah, taught by these missionaries, 
who are exercising untold influence 
not only among the children, but 
among the Mormon women, and five 
hundred more teachers are needed. 
In ten or twelve years these chil- 
dren will be voters and citizens of 
Utah, and the seed now sown will 
solve the Mormon question without 
aid of the arms of the law. 

Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson, for 23 
yearsa missionary in Utah, Alaska and 
other parts, preached Sunday night at 
Washingtoo, in the Central Presbyte- 
rian church on Mormonism. He said 
that 25 years ago Mormonism like a 
little cloud appeared on the horizon 
of Utah. It had increased until to- 
day nearly one third of the United 
States is occupied by 150,000 Mor- 
mons, who, spurred on by religious 
fanatacism, are determined soon to 
rebel, and then fight to the death. 
We think that we make the laws 
which govern the territories, but the 
officials appointed by the President in 
Utah are mere figure-heads, and Jolin 


Taylor is the governing power of 


Utah, sitting in his office in Salt Lake 


City.

The Careful Chinese. 
New Your, January 24. 

There have been conflicting reports 
regarding the treatment of the Chi- 
nese students who were ordered back 
to China several months ago. Since 
their arrival home a letter just re- 
ceived from one of the brightest of 
the boys, who was in the headquarters 
at Hartford, says that upon arriving 
at Shanghai the students were all 
treated very coolly and placed in a 


damp, dirty schoolhouse, the doors to 
which were nailed up, with the exce 
tion of a front door, which was 
ed by soldiers. Even those who had 
homes were not permitted to go out- 
side. There they stayed for two 
weeks, when by the intercession of in- 
fluential friends, they were permitted 
to live elsewhere. They were divided 
into three divisions, ten remaining at 
Shanghai, twenty-seven going to 
Tievtsien and eleven to Foochow. 
The writer of the letter is one of the 
Tientsien Company, the members of 
which are engaged in different studies, 
He says the school they occupy is sur- 
rounded by a high mud wall and sev- 
eral canals, that the boys are not al- 
lowed to go out of the wall or even to 
visit friends in another school, which 
is in the same eaclosure, that the whole 
ituation is decidedly prison-like. 
There was some expectation at the 
time the letter was written that more 
freedom would be permitted, 


A Land Dividend, 
Wasuinoton, Jahuary 24. 
The Senate Committee on Public 
Lands has agreed to recommend the 
passage of Saunders bill, which di- 
rects the Secretary of the interior to 
ascertain the number of acres of pub- 
lic lands entered by the location of 
military scrip land warrants in all 


States whose enabling acts of admis- 
sion into the Union contained a stipu- 
lation for the payment of five per 
cent. on the sales of public lands 
therein, and which therefore requires 
the Secretary of the Treasury to de- 
liver to the Governors of such State's 
Treasury certificates, payable in 20 
vears from date, and bearing interest 
at the rate of 365 percent. per year, 
and for the full amount of 5 per cent. 
of the lands so entered, estimating 
their value at $1 25 per acre. The 
states named as beneficiaries of the 
bill are Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Louisiana, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Florida, Oregon, Nevada and Colo- 
rado.
